Reasons for Allowances 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as opposed 
to Stavely, US Patent No. 6,535,249 B1, in fig. 9, the optical lens 582, is mounted on 
the cover 598 by an adhesive (e.g. a resin) which is in turn mounted on a microlens, 
labeled in fig. 7, 466, col. 5, lines 28-34, and in fig. 9 mounted on a image sensor, 526, 
pol. 5. line 66 - col. 6, lines 10. In claim 1 , the application has the features of a resin 
contacting both the lower surface of the optical lens, and the microlens. The prior art of 
record fails to teach, in combination, the process features.
